1. At a nesting between Tkrralirra and d ^ on the evening of 3 August 1950, 
the following information was received from Tirrelirra eoneeralng c ur rent 
developments eithin the Tilestons project. 

2. Tirrelirra reaffirmed hie deoislon to meet Oolonel Sova in Oeraenjr and stated . 
that ha Intern! ed to depart from Sweden on 10 August in order to utilise the 
liberal International Oongraas as a cover for his trip. Under questioning on 
this subject, Tirralirra announced that be did not plan to return to Stockholm 
after his conference In Germany but mould proceed to England and return to 
Sweden sometime in 'hie future, only in the event some particular significant 
project was being developed from Sweden, substantiating evidence of this 
decision is the feet' that his rife la traveling with him, their personal 
effects are being forwarded to England, and their apartment in Stockholm has 
been given up, : We lied had no previous knowledge of Tlrralirra's decision and 
q Lmaediately queried him concerning a eucceseor for hie present role in 
Sweden. Be stated ha had none other than Vladas jjjLDjgA 3 . vihi vhom ha had 
collaborated closely and oho was thoroughly informed and capable of ha n d lin g 
his activities. Tirralirra bad previously advised fJTUNSKAa that he was main- 
taining contact with the Americans, but he could not state at this time whethsr 
ari.Tu$g%fi would be villing to take up contact with us. Since our reference 

B, word has been received from Tirralirra that ZZLIN3KA3 is villing to soot us 
rad apparently take over Tirralirra'e role. We have entered into this arrange- 
ment with full realisation of 2ILXN3&AS' alleged cooperation with the British, 
hut feal that even if the allegation is true, it will result in no significant 
harm to us. Another situation influencing our decision in this matter is the 
recent mars from to the effect that he and bis family intend to emigrate 

to Oanada in early September of this year, providing transportation can bo 
procured, inasmuch as Tirralirra and hi a wife plan to leave Stockholm on 8 
August 1950, an element of urgency was involved in arranging this meeting with 
2XLDiSKA8. From an operational standpoint and our previous experience end 
information, vs believe ZXLZNSKAB will be a core candid contact, that he is 
more astute, and capable, and that this new relationship will be beneficial to 
us, for Tirralirra is known to harbor certain reservations due to his political

attachments and parsoasl antipathy -toward the YUO&. organization. 

3. A dispatch setting forth the results of our initial nee ting with 
ZUlMSMLi will he promptly forwarded. In connection with C _I7 
departure, we have a reliable Lithuanian at our disposal in a similar 
position in the Embassy, who would be acceptable to both parties con- 
cerned, and reedy to assume C~ Z3 role as a cutout. He has not yet 
been approached pending definite -word of L .3 departure. 

4. Tho most recent illustration of Tirralirra's failure to deal candidly 
with us concerns AROMAS. At the meeting on 3 August, Tirralirra denied 
that recent word bad been received regarding AROMAS. This is, of course, 
sot true, as C J reported that when the contents of the telegram were 
revealed to Tirralirra, the latter was elated end stated to C - 1 that in 
their prearranged oode the text of toe telegram meant that AMBUS had a gain 
arrived in Poland.

V hen questioned am to 
ARMAS* method of eomnatlcatlon with Tirralirra, in too event he (AROMAS) 
did reaeh Poland, Tirrelirra named the above oover name and address. Xn 
conclusion 1C JJ stated it was unfortunate AMBUS had not retained in mid- 
July sub we might possess toe possibility of remowing him. this had an 
obvious affect on Tirralirra sad he lmaedlataly asked numerous questions 
concerning our possibilities, whether or not TUK personnel vere snare of 
these possibilities and would be involved, etc. c. did not elaborate 

on his statement other than to say that plans mads now would be prenature 
inasmuch as ARtMAB bad not arrived in Poland. Tirralirra remained silent. 

Ihe above is a typical Illustration of bov the political struggle between 
toe TUeatoaians and the TUX organization defeats our objectives. It was 
apparsnt that Tirralirra'a primary eoneem was that Arunas toould not corns 
into the hands of the TUX representatives. Also It may very well be that 
in order to enhance bis own prestige be wished to relate this information 
personally to General Sows or an American officer during his visit to 
Germany. 

Tirralirra claims that Ihe last information knowa to him indicates that 
toe 1 ARUNA3-- repo rt still remains In Poland, lbs above paragraph is oom» 
tddered an amplification of reference 0.
